of London Attracts Much 


Attention. 


HOW THE PROGRAM.' 


WAS CARRIED OUT. 


LONDON,. June 28.—The Royal pro- 


clamation announcing 'that the corona- 
itlon of King Edward is.-to take place 
in June next, ttie exact klate not yet 
being determined i}pon, was read this 
morning at St. James Palace, Temple 
Bar and the Royal Exchange, with all 
"the quaint, mediaeval, scenes which/ 
marked the occasion of the proclaiming 
the accession of the King. Today's ce- 
remonial .was unheralded, but crowds 
quickly gathered. '

Ceremony Begins* 


The ceremony began at St. James, 


from the purple 'draped ba.lcony of the 
palace, the Norrow King of Arms 
(William Henry WeMon) j'ri a, brilliant 
uniform, accompanied by the Heralds 
and Pursuivants^ in gorgeous tabards 
and numerous State officials,, read the 
proclamation:

At the appointed hour • four ' state 


trumpeters, lavishly 
i adorned in gold 


embroidered tunics, appeared in front 
of the balcony. By their cside stood 
•the Norrow King of.Arms, flanked by 
'two royal macers, bearing gold maces,

DRISCOLL, THE PIRATE LEADER. 


John Driscoll, the leader of the "Pi- 


rates of the Prairie," was one of the 
first settlers in. the Rock River valley.

His real name is Prank H. Powers. He 
was the son of James and Eliza Powers 
(deceased), born in Beaver, Pa., in 1850. 
When :".Raymond" was about 5 years 
ol-d his father -died, and his mother, 
with "Koss" and his eider brother, 
James Powers,' moved to Poland, Ohio, 
where she married Barnabas F. 'Leo, a 
widower. He was s. 'prominent, public- 
spirited citizen/and had just founded 
the Poland seminary, where President 
McKinley was. educated. 


It wa-s also at ibhis school, established 


and fostered by his stepfather, that 
young Raymond received his instruc- 
tion and became a classmate of Mr. 
McKinley and othera nou eminent 
"Barnabas i,ee, Raymond's stepfather, 
of an old and honored family, was. a 
man of great energy and probity of 
character, a^. pillar in the Piesbyterian 
'Church, and a strict disciplinarian 
Raymond says he was severe'and cruel, 
and he resented his merciless punish- 
ment for thoughtless boyish offenses. 
As a^stepson, he naturally chafed under 
the restraints and -penalties and be- 
came rebellious and wayward, which, 
unchecked, meant .ruin. 


HANDSOME AND YOUNG. 


The lad was a handsome, brilliant 


youngster' and he knew it. 'He learned 
easily, was fluent of speech', quick cf 
perception, and had a it;marKab.le"inem- 
ory. ire easily masteieL languages 
and surmounted literary difficulties in 


Mr. McKiniey's birthplace, to Poland, 
and ihere the future President of the 
United States was educated. 


Raymond was seven years younger

ute, or about 14 miles, and Bouthward 
2 degress, 20 minutes, or about 2 1-2 
miles, and now rests in Southern In- 
diana, at a point about 6 miles south- 
east of Columbus, the county Seat of 
Bartholemew county, Injliana. 


This center \)f population is the cen- 


ter of gravity of the population-^each 
individual being assumed to have the 
same weight. 


The reason the population of Alaska, 


and Hawaii has fbeen omitted in this 
computation (although included in the 
twelfth—or 
last—census) Is that the 


results might.be comparable with those 
previously obtained. 


The 
method used in determining 


these results is very interesting, but, 
being a Jilt complicated, .would per- 
haps too greaitly extend this communi- 
cation toeyond proper limits, and be-

In 1V90 the Center of Population was 


at 39 degree, 16.5 minutes north lati- 
tude, and 76 degrees, 11.2 minutes west 
longitude.

RUES OF THE ASSOCIATION. 


The association has a set constitution

The principal part of the constitution 
reads that "It shall be unlawful for mem- 
bers of the association to in any way dis- 
courage or prohibit the marriage of wor- 
thy persons, fihould a member of this 
association be found guilty of si-ch ac- 
tion through pure spite or personal feel- 
ing, 
such member will be promptly ex- 


pelled. The association holds that the 
true condition of happiness is to be found 
in the wisdded state, and declares this to 
be the sole object of tho organization. 


At these reunions Mr. Meese see* to It 


that resolutions of some kind arc passed. 
At the gathering in Waterloo this week 
the following resolutions were adopted: 


"1. That we deplore the alarming in- 


crease in divorce as compared with mar- 
riage* in our community, and that we 
view with disgust the evident insincerity 
with which many of our young m(-n and 
women enter into their marriage VOWP. 


"2. That we reaffirm ths principles and 


aims of this organisation as heretofore by 
resolution expressed. 


"3. We assert that marriage is a divine 


institution and la instinctive in ell ha- 
marmy. That marriage IK not a failure, 
and he who declares 
to the contrary 


questions the rectitude cf the creative 
scheme of Almighty God.

"4. tVe believe the -strength and safety 


of the republic are dependent upon the 
morals of the p-x>plt; and that no na- 
tion whose people «how fidelity to.their 
marriage institution* can l»r depart'from 
the principles . <kf liberty, Jostice and 
equality. We therefore invoke the aid <>t 
all patriotic and Chriitlan men and wo- 
men in creating » sentiment against the 
present loose divorce laws, and the lack 
cf solemnity with which the marriage 
state Is Invested."
